Elsa admitted that Hoyt was the first boy she'd 
met in a long time who stirred her interest. 

"But I don't suppose I'll see him again," she said 
regretfully. "We didn't get much chance to talk at 
the party. And even if he had wanted to ask for my 
telephone number, he didn't have the opportunity,'' 
"Why don't you call him?" Sally suggested help- 
fully. "What have you got to lose? You can ask a 
few of us over for the evening and invite him to join 
the crowd. That's perfectly permissible, and he might 
be glad to know you better. 1 ' 

"Maybe," Elsa said doubtfully. "But — well, sup- 
pose he thought I was chasing him? Or said he was 
busy? Or came and was bored? Maybe he wasn't 
interested in me." 

Maybe Elsa was right. Hoyt might have refused 
her invitation. He might have been bored. He might 
not have reciprocated Elsa's interest. On the other 
hand, he might have liked her very much, he might 
have loved her on better acquaintance, he might have 
made her happy forever after. Elsa will never know, 
because she never gave herself the chance to find out. 
Too many people, like Elsa, let the "no" habit 
stand between them and the things they want out of 
life. There's Doris, who has worked for years at the 
same, dull, poorly-paid job. Maybe she could get a 
better one. She thinks about it often. But before she 
writes a letter of application for a job she'd like, she 
lets herself think of all the reasons why, she might 
not be suitable, and she doesn't write it. 

There's Maida, who won't ever do anything with 
her lovely singing voice because she thinks that peo- 
ple. have to have a "pull" to be recognized in the 
world of music. There's Coral, whose lonely aloof- 
ness is often mistaken for snobbishness. Coral wants 
to be friendly, but she's afraid people might reject 
her overtures. 

There are great numbers of girls who are missing 
out on the things that make Ijft worth living, simply 
because they say no to themselves before giving any- 
one else the chance to say yes. Don't be one of them I 
Negative thinking is a habit. If you have it, make 
up your mind to get rid of it. It's natural to think of 
the worst possible thing that could result. 

When you consider telephoning that boy you'd like 
to see again, asking for that raise, applying for that 
position, taking that trip, you naturally think of the 
worst consequences that could follow. All right, 
think of them if you must. But think of them with 
common sense. 

Suppose that "he" does say he's busy? Suppose the 
job isn't to be had? Suppose you don't enjoy that 
week-end visit? Will you be one bit worse off for 
it? Will you have lost anything for trying? 

On the other hand, don't let the unpleasant pos- 
sibilities blot out the pleasant . ones, "He" may be 



glad to hear from you. The boss may have been won- 
dering for weeks why you don't suggest a raise. The 
week-end trip may decide the course of your future. 
Bright possibilities are there, right along with the 
not -so- bright ones. 

Of course, you won't get rid of the "no" habit 
merely by reasoning with yourself. If it's firmly 
established in your personality, it's a hard habit to 
break. And the breaking takes drastic measures. 

You have to begin by disciplining yourself to make 
that rebellious "no" habit powerless. And the best 
beginning you could possibjy make is to force your- 
self to do the thing you fear doing! Make the tele- 
phone call, beard the boss in his den — do what you 
need to do to give yourself a chance. 

Remember that failure after trying is no disgrace. 
Nobody succeeds in everything he attempts. But the 
failure that comes of not trying is the kind that eat) 
into your self-confidence and makes you less and less 
likely to find happiness as time goes on. On the other 
hand, the glow of self-confidence and self-control 
that comes of having made yourself act in the way 
you should act builds you up inside and makes you 
all the stronger and better fitted to cope with your 
next problem. 

So stop saying no to yourself. Say, "Maybe I'll 
fail, but what if I do? I won't be any worse off than 
I am now. And, on the other hand, maybe I'll 
succeed!" 

HOW TO "STRING A MAN ALONG" 
UNTIL YOU MAKE UP YOUR MIND. . . 

You met him at a party, and he tumbled for y6u, 
head over heels. He wanted a date for the next night, 
and for the next Saturday night, and for the Wed- 
nesday after that.

Vice 
versa's worse. So don't let yourself be rushed. In a 
case like this, the ancient feminine pastime of "string- 
ing a man along" until you know what you want to 
do about him is fully justified. Just because he jumps 
to conclusions in a hurry is no sign that you have to 
do the same 

But how can you hold him off and still keep him 
in the picture? 

That takes time, thought, and technique. There

1. Don't start dating him exclusively just because 
he wants to sew up all your available time. If he and 
your friends should begin to take you and him for 
granted as a twosome, like moonlight and roses, your 
saying, "But I don't know if I love you," will come 
to him as a grievous disappointment and possibly as 
a cruel boax that's been played on him. When you 
let him claim all your time, you're encouraging him 
before you know that you're ready to back up your 
encouragement So give him a date for one Saturday, 
but tell him you 'have another date for the one after 
that Let him take you to the movies Wednesday, but 
tell hira you.have a. date for Friday. In short don't 
let him take it for granted that he's the only boy on 
your horizon until you're ready to let him be the only 
one. Don't worry about denying him dates— tf'he's 
really in love with you, your being in demand will 
emJy make you seem more desirable. 

2. Avoid twosome dates as much as you can. This 
ti to he won't get a chance to ask questions to which 

i'ou don't yet know tha answers, such as, "Do you 
wrae?" When you go out with him, try to have 
double dates, to call on friends, to be with other 
people as much as you can. 

5. Try to develop interests and hobbies in com- 
mon. Sea if you can awaken an enthusiasm for cards, 
bowling, or some other game or hobby in him that 
you can work at together. These things cement a 
friendship «s well as serve to keep a boy from con- 
centrating purely On romance. 

4. 'Learn to keep the conversation away from dan- 
gerous channels.

For instance, if he says, "I knew the mo- 
ment I saw you that you were the girl for me," laugh 
lightly and say, "I'll ask you about that after I've 
known you longer." In that way you give him the 
idea that rush judgements don't seem possible to you 
and that you want to be very sure before you make 
any judgements of your own. Pretending not to take 
a boy seriously when he is serious only makes him 
more serious — and gives you the time to decide 
whether you're serious yourself or not. 

6. Introduce him to your friends. Their reactions 
to htm may help you to make up your mind. Many 
a girl who's been unsure of her feelings for a boy 
suddenly decides that she doesn't want him to go out 
of her life when she sees that the prettiest girl .she 



knows is attracted to him. Or she rrtay decide that 
she does want to let him go when she sees him in 
the company of some boy who appeals to her more. 

7. Let him *ee that you like him. Whether or not 
you love him at the moment, remember that an honest 
devotion on a boy's part frequently elicits love from 
3 girl, even though she. may have thought herself in- 
capable of feeling it for him at first. So tell him the 
nice things you can honestly teli him about himself — 
that you admire his taste in neckties or night clubs, 
that you like being with him, that he's an interesting 
conversationalist, that you agree with him about cer- 
tain things— anything to make him feel that you're 
avoiding issues not because you don't like him, but 
because you aren't sure. Flattery will keep a boy 
coming back as effectively as a series of 'steady" 
dates — sometimes more effectively. 

8. Be chary with your kisses — but not too chary. 
The girl who kisses too easily or too often may give 
a boy the wrong impression of herself. The girl who 
won't permit any demonstration of affection at ail 
from a boy who's honestly indicated a real love for 
her gives him the idea that he's not attractive to her. 
Be responsive when he kisses you, but don't let those 
kisses happen very often. Let him feel that you find 
him attractive, but that you don't want to commit 
yourself in any way until you really know your own 
mind. 

9. Be fair with him. Try to make up yourmind 
as quickly as possible* so that you can either say yes . 
and live happily ever after, or say no and let him try 
his luck elsewhere. It's possible to string a boy along 
— but no boy will allow a girl to string, him along 
forever.
